After blowing up my first IRF510 on the 38S, went to our Radio 
Shack for another. THEY ARE MISLABLED as IFR510, not IRF510. 
Didn't even notice the first time around. But the 60V MOSFET 
Radio Shack has (IFR510) is indeed the IRF510. It is labeled 
correctly on the component, of course, just wrong on the packaging. 


I will be playing with the IRF510 mod later tonight. The circuit 
as published seems to work well at 12V (using my bench supply), 
but as Mike K1MG noted, the biasing is sensitive enough that when 
you use a charged battery, like at 13.5v, the IRF510 takes a hit. 
I had also direct-coupled mine to the 38S (no coupling capacitor) 
to drive it class C. I will revert to that and check things on 
the spectrum analyzer for more definitive information shortly.

TIPS FOR DIGITAL OPERATING 


1. When operating baudot RTTY be sure that 
you are set up for normal TX/RX (not reversed). 


2. Set your R-Baud rate to 45 for most 
RTTY contest QSO's. 


3. When operating digital modes on HF always 
use LSB (no matter what baud you happen to be using). 


4. If you are using a rig that only has Audio 
Frequency Keying (which would include most QRP rigs 
with SSB capability), you need to connect the TNC 
to the mic jack of your transmitter. 


5. Turn off your "Notch" filter, and if you 
have a Pass Band Tuning control, turn all the 
way clockwise to reduce adjacent QRM. 


6. If you still have problems setting up your TNC 
and rig, contact N7MFB at the club address or E-Mail 
me at n7mfb@juno.com and I'll try to help.

I couldn't believe how bad 
conditions were. I tuned around a bit and heard V31RG in Belize calling. I 
answered his CQ and got him! I guess the band was loooooong. There was a FOX 
on that night. I listened hard for him, but only heard a few callers. I went 
back to calling CQ WAS CQ FSFD and managed to work K4NK for my only 
"official" FSFD QSO on 40. 


80 meters was fun. I qualified for my "3 Band worked KA5T" award (nice going 
Larry - with the tough conditions and all). I wasn't hearing any more 
callers, so I tuned around a bit and heard a CQ from KQ4X signing /QRPPP. I 
couldn't resist answering him. Warren in TN was running 50 milliwatts (YES 50 
MILLIWATTS!!!). I gave him a 559 report and he gave my 5 watts a 579. I 
lowered my power to 1 watt and then to 50 milliwatts and Warren still copied 
me 439. It was a real thrill to make the 2 way QRPp QSO. 


I QSY'd back to 3.562 and worked several FSFD hunters. At 0413 I had the 
toughest QSO of the night. I faintly heard a KK(something) calling me. I kept 
sending QRZ? and kept getting bits and pieces of the call. I finally realized 
that it was AZ ScQRPion KK7BD calling. Dan and I exchanged RST 229 reports. 
It sure was tough, but Dan was persistent and we made it! A couple more FSFD 
QSOs followed and my stint at FSFD was over.

I noted a week or so ago someone saying that the MUF had dropped below 7 MHz. 
Ain't nothin' new if you're a SWL loonie. I've notice that such big time 
broadcasters as Deutsche Welle, Radio France Internationale (dum-de-dum 
dum-de-dum dum-de-dum-dum...), BBC (and the chimes of Big Ben) and others 
have been putting their transmitters on considerably lower frequencies than I 


remember over a listening span of maybe 35 years. Seems the entire world is 
going low (limbo-limbo-limbo rock...) 


Last night, while tuning around for my ex-hippie radio buddies on 75m, I came 
across the BBC on 3955, DW on 3995, and RFI on 3985. Clear and easily coming 
over the top of a handfull of splatterers on nearby frequencies. These 
"spottings" are on frequencies easily lower than ones that I'd noticed some 
months ago, those frequencies being in the 4-5 MHz "pre-tropical" bands. (And 
just to make sure that I wasn't hearing images or mis-tuned antenna stuff, I 
tuned the Sony 7600G down to those spots and, sure enough, heard the stations 
that I'd picked up on the Argosy. 


Strange portents, these. If the solar cycle is polyrhythmic (or syncopated to 
a degree that Don Ellis or Dave Brubeck might consider interesting), we may 
be in for some interesting time. That don't mean I ain't gonna hang around on 
30m. That band's starting to get like 10m was oncet: really interesting hops 
during the daylight hours, funny stuff around dusk and dawn and silent as a 
stone during the night --- except for the sounds of distant lightning 
discharges crackling in now and then. 


Adding to that the possibilities on 160m or even for those so demented, on 
1.75 km, and a pale and definitely post-pubescent sun (as in sans spots on 
its face) begins to look like an opportunity for some dedicated research into 
communication via lower frequencies. What happens, I'm sure, has been 
considered and recorded within technological limits before. But a quiet sun 
cycle, especially one abysmally quiet, will give radio researchers something 
completely different to work with: lower solar radiation (on a variety of 
spectrum spots), less dense ionospheric layering, more absorbtion of higher 
frequency signals and possibly propagation over longer distances of lower 
frequency transmissions. 


Almost makes me think I need to resurrect the 1.75 km beacon project....

While checking out the manual, and gathering up the parts needed to add 
the 5W, RIT and TiCK mods, I note that a number of components need to be 
removed/replaced for these mods. 


If you plan on doing it all at once like I do, then think about some 
things. The RIT mode required that L1 be replaced with a 6.8uH molded 
choke. Save some time and don't even wind L1; the core make a nice 


addition to your junk box. 


Similarly, the TiCK mod doesn't use R15, R16, R17, C31 and D8. Set 
these aside in your junk box. _Then_, if you're planning on Mike, K1MG's 
mods to the 5W mod, don't install R101 and C101. Install the wire 
jumper at C101. Change C26 to 330 pF. As soon as we find out what 
happened to Step 2 of Mikes post, check that out. 


It'd be a shame to mess up such a fine board with a bunch of desoldering 
attempts.

I've been using a tapered reamer for years. They are great for folks like 
myself who are mechanically challenged. For those who have not used one, I 
offer the following caution. 


A tapered reamer can be as overenthusiastic as a coarse file in removing metal. 
Using one, when you get near the hole size you want, use a light pressure and 
twirl it fairly quickly so it does not bite deeply. If you are trying to 
enlarge a hole just enough to allow an LED to be press fit into it, evena 
slight excess in removed metal ruins the hole for what you planned. Use the 
reamer to get close, then finish with a fine round file. 


For UHF coax receptacle holes (5/8" diameter), I use my old Pioneer 5/8" two 
piece chassis punch. We used to use them for socket holes for 7-pin miniature 
tubes. The 9-pin miniatures used a 3/4" diameter punch. 


Don't know if Pioneer is still in business, or who else might make these 
punches. I'm not parting with mine :-).

Gang, here is another tuner test summary. This includes the St. Louis tuner. 


The tuners listed are the MFJ-949E, (MFJ-948E), the EMTECH ZM-1, and the St. 
Louis tuner. The ZM-1 is a Z-Match tuner, and the MFJ-949E and the St. 
Louis are the C-L-C "T" design. 


It is important to remember that the information below is a summary, and cannot 
indicate performance on any individual SWR/Frequency combination. Each 

tuner may show excellent performance under certain conditions, and perform 

less than desireably under other conditions. Some perform better on certain 
frequencies than others. It is important to remember also that these 

results are based on testing one or two tuners which may or may not be 
representative of all of the tuners of the same model. (particularly true 

of kits which may have variations in wire routing) 


The tuners were tested for four conditions: 


RANGE - The number of SWR/Frequency combinations, within the advertized 
frequency range of the tuner, that could actually be tuned to 1.1:1 SWR or 
better. 

Results: 


MFJ-949E 137/162 (137 out of 162 possible) 
ZM-1 140/144 
St. Louis 138/144 


EFFICIENCY - The number of SWR/Frequency combinations, within the 
advertized frequency range of the tuner, which resulted in less than 20% 
(approx. 1 db) power loss. 


Results: 
MFI-949E 49/162

Steve is right...Drake made some excellent radios. The 2 and 4 series are 
fine rigs and will still hold their own. I have a set of 4-B twins and a 
Collins KWM-2 and I think the Drake twins are better radios than the KWM-2 
(in all fairness, the Drakes are 10+ years newer and the KWM-2 is designed 
for different use). 


As for QRP use, I think they could probably be turned down to QRP levels 
but it strikes me as a bit ironic that they probably draw considerably more 
filament power than they would be outputting. Really, the KWM-2 draws 11 
Amps at 6.3v and I imagine the Drakes would be somewhere near that. And 
that's just to light the filaments. 


The Heath HW-16 makes a decent QRP rig with some mods that are floating 
around somewhere on the net. Also, there is a "glowbugs" mailing list that 
covers small, simple, homebrew, and usually QRP tube-type radios. Don't 
forget the "boatanchors" list and newsgroup. I know that several qrp-l'ers 
also follow them. 


In reality, the old-timers among us probably ran QRP or close to it "back 
in the old days" when we ran DX-20's and one or two tube HB xmtrs. I know 
my 1961 Novice station probably didn't put more than a couple watts out to 
the antenna.
